Israel  rejects 
guerrilla  terms

Israel  rejected  PLO  terms  for  a  guerrilla  evacua¬ 
tion  of  west  Beirut  but  sent  a  top  diplomat  to  Leba¬ 
non  on  Wednesday  to  consult  with  a  U.  S.  presiden¬ 
tial  envoy  trying  to  arrange  a  Palestinian  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  battered  city. 

U.S.  envoy  Philip  C.  Habib  and  Lebanese  nego¬ 
tiators  sought  to  nail  down  a  deal  that  would  evacu¬ 
ate  Yasser  Arafat’s  beleaguered  guerrilla  forces 
from  Beirut. 

Israeli  gunners  pounded  Palestinian  positions  in 
two  west  Beirut  neighborhoods  for  two  hours  at 
sunset  Wednesday,  and  the  Palestinian  news  agen¬ 
cy  WAFA  claimed  PLO  defenders  checked  three 
Israeli  attempts  to  advance  near  the  paralyzed 
Beirut  airport.  Israeli  tanks  and  artillery  opened 
up  on  the  suburbs  of  Hazmieh  and  Borj  el- 
Barajneh,  but  there  were  no  immediate  reports  of 
casualties  in  the  new  shelling

The  Moscow  statement,  by  Leonid  Zamyatin, 
chief  of  the  international  information  department  of 
the  Soviet  Communist  Party’s  Central  Committee, 
also  attacked  the  Reagan  administration’s  offer  to 
send  up  1,000  combat  troops  to  help  escort  the  PLO 
from  Lebanon.  “The  USA  armed  the  aggressors 
and  is  encouraging  their  expansionist  policy,”  it 
said.

The  newspaper  Rural  Life,  devoted  to  farm 
news,  on  Wednesday  reported  a  week-long  delay  in 
harvesting  winter  wheat  in  some  areas  of  the  Sara¬ 
tov  region  of  southern  Russia. 

Areas  of  western  Siberia  and  northern  Kazakh¬ 
stan,  important  for  feed  crops,  were  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  “hot  and  dry  weather”  of  the  kind 
that  Western  experts  say  badly  damaged  the  1981 
yield. 

Last  year,  agricultural  production  fell  by  2  per¬ 
cent,  according  to  Soviet  government  figures.  Meat 
and  dairy  products  were  rationed  in  much  of  the 
nation  last  winter,  causing  widespread  grumbling 
among  long-suffering  Soviet  consumers.

MOSCOW  —  A  Soviet  jetliner  bound  for  west 
Africa  crashed  shortly  after  takeoff  from  Moscow 
early  Tuesday,  and  a  Sierre  Leone  Embassy 
spokesman  said  there  were  “no  reported  survi¬ 
vors”  among  the  estimated  90  people  on  board. 
Soviet  authorities  waited  17  hours  before  disclos¬ 
ing  the  air  disaster. 

451  killed  in  holiday  traffic 

Traffic  accidents  across  the  nation  during  the 
long  Independence  Day  weekend  killed  451  peo¬ 
ple,  down  by  115  from  the  corresponding  holiday 
period  last  year. 

Vietnam  to  withdraw  troops 

HO  CHI  MINH  CITY,  Vietnam  —  Viet¬ 
namese  Foreign  Minister  Nguyen  Co  Thach 
announced  Wednesday  that  Vietnam  would 
withdraw  a  “significant”  number  of  invasion 
troops  from  Cambodia  this  month,  a  move. 


apparently  aimed  at  a  settlement  of  the  simmer¬ 
ing  guerrilla  war  there. 

Congress  eyes  Beirut  plan 

WASHINGTON  —  Leading  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  reacted  warily  Tuesday  to  President 
Reagan’s  tentative  decision  to  provide  up  to 
1,000  American  troups  to  a  multinational 
peacekeeping  force  in  west  Beirut. 

Deputy  White  House  press  secretary  Larry 
Speakes  said  reaction  reaching  the  White  House 
was  “generally  good,”  although  “some  Congress¬ 
men  expressed  reservations.” 

Steel  company  slices  wages 

Bethlehem  Steel  Corp.  said  Tuesday  it  is  cut¬ 
ting  white-collar  salaries  because  of  poor  busi¬ 
ness  conditions,  and  Republic  Steel  Corp. 
announced  a  temporary  halt  of  steelmaking  at  its 
South  Chicago  plant. 

Shuttle's  boosters  studied 

SPACE  CENTER,  Houston  —  Space  agency 
experts  on  Tuesday  began  studying  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  two  rocket  boosters  that  gave  less-than- 
expected  thrust  in  the  latest  launch  of  the  space 
shuttle  Columbia. 

The  goal  of  the  study  will  be  to  determine  if 
anything  needs  to  be  corrected,  said  Aldo  Borda- 
no,  a  Johnson  Space  Center  engineer.

Spring  grades  ready

Smiles  or  frowns  tell  the  story  as  students  pick 
up  their  spring  term  grade  reports  in  the  Garden 
Court  ELWC. 

Problem-and-question  assistance  is  also  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Garden  Court  as  report-card  distribu¬ 
tion  continues  through  4:30  p.m.  today,  said  LaRita 
Johnson,  records  office  supervisor. 
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After  today,  sh§_said,  students  may  pick  up  their 
grade  reports  or  have  their  questions  answered  in 
the  records  office,  B-150  ASB. 

Johnson  said  the  records  staff  is  encountering  a 
problem  with  students  who  want  to  pick  up  report 
cards  but  have  no  identification.  Students  also  try 
to  pick  up  grade  reports  for  spouses  or  friends. 

“The  Family  Act  of  Privacy  requires  that  con¬ 
fidential  information  only  be  given  out  with  proper 
identification,”  Johnson  explained.  “We  cannot  dis¬ 
tribute  grade  reports  to  spouses  or  to  students 
without  this  identification.” 

Students  also  frequently  encounter  registration 
problems  when  they  pick  up  their  report  cards, 
Johnson  said.  They  find  unofficial  withdrawal  sym¬ 
bols  listed  on  their  grade  reports  by  classes  they 
have  not  taken. 

“This  usually  occurs  because  a  student  does  not 
fill  out  the  correct  index  number  when  he  is  drop¬ 
ping  or  adding  classes,”  Johnson  said.  “To  resolve 
this  problem,  the  student  should  seek  assistance 
from  the  registration  office. 

Another  common  problem  is  grade  dissatisfac¬ 
tion.  Johnson  said  a  student  must  talk  to  his  in¬ 
structor  if  he  believes  he  deserves  a  higher  grade. 

“The  grade  must  be  negotiated  between  the  in¬ 
structor  and  the  student,”  Johnson  said.  “If  there  is 
a  valid  reason  to  have  the  grade  changed,  the  in¬ 
structor  or  student  may  submit  a  change-of-grade 
form  to  the  records  office.” 

Occasionally,  an  instructor  will  be  unavailable 
during  the  summer.  If  this  happens,  Johnson  said, 
students  should  contact  the  instructor’s  depart- j 
ment  chairman. 

If  the  instructor  has  left  information  about  the 
class  in  question,  the  department  chairman  may 
sign  a  change-of-grade  form,  she  said.  If  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  class  is  unavailable,  the  individual 
instructor  must  be  contacted.

Typesetter 
donated 
by  N.Y.  firm 

A  new  photo  typeset¬ 
ting  machine  and  1,500 
fonts  of  type,  with  a  tot¬ 
al  value  of  $150,000, 
have  been  donated  to 
the  BYU  industrial 
education  department. 

Mergenthaler  Linoty¬ 
pe  Co.  of  Melville,  N.Y., 
provided  the  equip¬ 
ment,  which  has  been 
converted  to  be  fed  by 
BYU’s  Televideo  com¬ 
puter  system.  The  VIP- 
style  typesetting 
machine  sets  80  lines  of 
type  per  minute. 

Marlow  J.  Marchant, 
an  instructor  in  the  de¬ 
partment  and  a  special¬ 
ist  in  graphics  and  print¬ 
ing,  said  the  machine 
and  fonts  will  be  valu¬ 
able  in  preparing  stu¬ 
dents  to  work  in  indus¬ 
try  or  education. 

“This  is  one  of  the  few 
VIP  machines  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  that  has  been 
converted  to  under¬ 
stand  the  ‘ASCII’  com¬ 
puter  language  coming 
from  the  Televideo,” 
Marchant  said.  “Kent 
Neilson,  a  Provo  compu¬ 
ter  programmer,  built 
an  interface  (electronic 
interpreter)  to  handle 
the  language  between 
the  two  irtachines.” 

Marchant  Said  the 
fonts  of  type  are  sets  of 
letters,  figures  and 
numbers  on  a  heavy 
piece  of  film.  The  VIP- 
style  machine  will  hold 
18  of  these  at  once.  It 
will  set  the  type  in  sizes 
from  the  tiny  six  point  to 
one-inch  high  72-point 
type.  It  will  set  vertical 
lines  as  well  as  horizon¬ 
tal  lines. 

The  VIP  is  a  second- 
generation  machine  that 
sets  type  by  beaming  a 
light  through  letters  on 
negative  film  and  photo¬ 
sensitive  paper,  Mar- 


blue  and  yellow.

small  plate  on  the  box 
where  he  places  his 
finger. 

His  award  said,  “He  is 
pioneering  in  the  field  of 
journalism  as  a  blind 
person.  This  in  itself  is  a 
major  accomplishment 
and  will  open  the  doors 
to  others  as  they  pursue 
their  dreams.” 

Ronald  Gardner 

Gardner,  who  works 
for  the  Office  of  Chief 
Counsel  doing  tax  work 
for  the  governor,  said  he 
was  honored  and  sur¬ 
prised  to  be  a  recipient 
of  the  Golden  Key 
Award. 

He  graduated  from 
BYU  in  the  top  10  per¬ 
cent  of  his  class  with  two 
majors,  one  in  Spanish 
and  one  in  university 
studies.

He  was  also 
elected  executive  vice 
president  for  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Bar  Association. 

Skiing  program 

He  is  a  skier  and  said 
he  looks  forward  to  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the,  blind 
skiing  program  in  Utah. 
He  said  he  learned  how 
to  ski  by  following  the 
voice  of  another  skier. 

His  award  said,  “We 
recognize  Ron  Gardner 
as  a  successful  and  edu- 
-  cated  professional  and 
an  outstanding  hand¬ 
icapped  citizen.” 

Gardner  attributes 
his  academic  success  to 
his  family  and  the  LDS 
Church  teachings  he  re¬ 
ceived. 

He  said  his  mother 
would  often  stay  up  all 
night  helping  him  with 
his  studies  while  he  was 
growing  up.

Tuesday's  Forum  speaker: 

U.S.  view  of  Russia  faulty

The  stereotype  Americans  have  of  the  Russian 
people  is  as  faulty  as  comparing  baby  lizards  to 
alligators,  according  to  Dr.  Gary  Browning. 

Speaking  at  Tuesday’s  Forum  assembly,  Brown¬ 
ing,  an  associate  professor  of  Russian  language  and 
literature,  told  the  audience  that  American  concep¬ 
tions  of  the  Soviet  people  as  ill-mannered,  militaris¬ 
tic,  deceitful  and  atheistic,  do  not  represent  reality. 

“That  there  have  been  Russians  who  fit  this  mold 
is  undeniable,  as  do  some  Germans,  Italians, 
Japanese  and  Americans.  Nevertheless,  far  from 
all  or  even  most  Russians  could  be  so  described.” 

Browning  asked  the  audience  to  thy  to  under¬ 
stand  the  Soviet  view  of  Americans.  “Did  you  know 
that  the  Russians  honestly  perceive  us  as  being  the 
committed  militarists? 

“Americans  twice  used  the  atomic  bomb  against 
civilian  populations  in  1945.  Presidents  Truman, 
Eisenhower,  Kennedy,  and  most  recently,  Carter 
all  seriously  contemplated  or  threatened  the  use  of 
nuclear  weapons.  Surely  our  own  militarism  is  not 
insignificant  when  compared  with  that  of  the 
Soviets,”  he  said. 

“Russians  are  more  likely  to  condemn  only  a 
small  segment  of  Americans  and  respect,  even 
admire,  the  larger  group,”  Browning  said. 

“I  believe  that  among  Russians  and  Americans 
there  is  roughly  the  same  distribution  of  the  cap¬ 
able  and  the  weak,  the  compassionate  and  the  bar¬ 
baric,  the  moral  and  the  unprincipled,  and  the  good 
and  the  evil.” 

He  urged  renewed  effort  on  the  part  of  both  the 
Americans  and  the  Russians  in  dissolving  mutual 
deception,  prejudice  and  hatred  by  rising  to  levels 


of  higher  candor  and  understanding.  Browning 
admonished  the  audience  to  “discover  how  to  be¬ 
come,  in  President  Kimball’s  words,  ‘peacemakers 
even  though  we  must  live  in  a  world  filled  with  wars 
and  rumors  of  wars.’  ”

Persistent  misuse  of  the  voice  may  create 
abnormal  growths  on  the  vocal  cords  similar  to 
callouses  on  hands  or  corns  on  toes.  Improper 
use  of  the  voice  may  also  cause  ulcers  on  the 
vocal  cords.  These  and  other  voice  disorders 
can  often  be  corrected  with  voice  therapy. 

Help  is  available  for  BYU  students  having 
difficulties  with  voice  and  other  speech 
problems.  Services  may  be  obtained  in  he 
new  Comprehensive  Clinic  Building  (CCB)  on 
the  edge  of  campus  just  east  of  the  Law 
Building.

She’s  Tamara  De  Treaux,  a  22- 
year-old  actress  who  stands  less  than 
a  yard  high,  weighs  40  pounds,  wears 
blouses  as  dresses  and  sings  for  a 
living. 

She  said  she  landed  a  part  as  the 
stranded-on-Earth  extra-terrestrial 
in  the  movie  “E.T.”  after  the  original 
E.T.  was  injured. 

“People  say,  ‘Hey,  you’re  gonna  be 
a  famous  as  R2D2,’  ”  she  said  of  the 
robot  made  famous  in  the  movie  “Star 
Wars.”  “All  I  can  think  of  is  ‘Where’s 
R2D2  today?’  I  want  to  be  hired  to 
play  a  character,  not  a  little  person. 
I’ve  been  in  the  business  10  years.  If  it 
doesn’t  happen  now,  I  better  hang  up 
my  little  shoes.” 

De  Treaux,  who  has  two  other 
movies  to  her  credit,  said  she  played 
the  character  of  E.T.  in  the  scenes 
that  required  movement;  boarding 
the  spaceship,  fondling  flowers,  talk¬ 
ing  to  the  children.  A  mechanical  ver¬ 
sion  was  used  in  the  close-ups. 

“I  just  put  on  the  suit,  and  it  fit,” 
she  recalled.  “It’s  very  tight.  Ever 
wrap  yourself  up  in  cellophane?” 

Director  Steven  Spielberg  hired  De 
Treaux  after  he  saw  her  photo  in  a 
newspaper,  she  said. 

“My  height  freaked  him  out.  He 
didn’t  know  I  had  training,”  said  De 
Treaux,  who  studied  acting  at  the 
American  Conservatory  Theater  in 
San  Francisco.

With  rock  ’n’  roll  music  coming  into 
a  major  part  of  everyday  life,  a  new 
TV  show  has  been  developed  in  the 
form  of  a  news  broadcast.

The  show’s  format  will  be  a  one-half 
hour  news  magazine  and  will  feature 
interviews  with  performers,  concert 
footage  and  rehearsals. 

The  first  of  the  series,  scheduled 
for  syndication  Friday,  will  include 
The  Rolling  Stones,  Asia,  Foreigner 
and  Joan  Jett  and  the  Blackhearts.

The  future  of  the  popular  TV  series 
“The  Dukes  of  Hazzard”  was  placed  in 
doubt  when  the  two  main  stars  of  the 
show  quit. 

John  Schneider  and  Tom  Wopat, 
who  play  Bo  and  Luke  Duke,  walked 
off  the  set  and  quit  the  show  because 
they  claimed  they  were  being  cheated 
of  royalties  due  to  them  from  the 
show’s  promotional  merchandise. 

According  to  an  Associated  Press 


report,  the  two  complained  they  were 
not  receiving  their  share  of  profits 
from  products  they  represent,  such  as 
games,  toys,  books  and  other  items. 

The  two  actors  filed  a  $25  million 
suit  against  Warner  Brothers  Televi¬ 
sion  for  punitive  damages  in  May. 

Last  week  Warner  Brothers  filed  a 
counter-suit  against  the  two  actors 
for  a  total  of  $92  million.

long  overdue 

It  is  ironical  that  a  nation  which  by  law  requires  each  state  to 
balance  its  budget  has  no  such  provision  to  promote  fiscal  responsi¬ 
bility  on  the  part  of  the  federal  government. 

For  45  of  the  last  51  years  the  United  States  government  has 
failed  to  balance  its  budget.  It  has  run  up  over  $1  trillion  in  national 
debts,  and  interest  alone  is  costing  Americans  over  $100  billion  a 
year. 

Sixty-one  U.S.  Senators  are  now  supporting  a  balanced  budget 
amendment  proposed  to  the 
Congress  on  March  27,  1981, 
by  Sens.  Orrin  Hatch,  R- 
Utah,  and  Strom  Thurmond, 
R-S.C.  The  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  is  the  first  item  on  Mon¬ 
day’s  Senate  agenda.  Sixty- 
seven  votes  are  necessary  for 

it  to  pass  the  Senate. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  require  Congress  to  adopt  a 
system  of  receipts  and  outlays  prior  to  each  fiscal  year,  in  which 
outlays  could  be  no  greater  than  receipts.  Congress  could  amend 
this  budget  with  a  two-thirds  vote  providing  revised  outlays  were 
not  greater  than  receipts.  In  the  event  of  war,  Congress  would  be 
empowered  to  waive  balanced  budget  requirements. 

Not  only  would  a  balanced  budget  ease  the  tax  burden  on  Amer¬ 
icans,  it  would  free  more  funds  for  private  loans  and  investment  — 
probably  lowering  interest  rates. 

When  money  ran  out  the  federal  government  would  simply  have 
to  lay  off  workers,  restrict  salaries  or  find  other  ways  to  cut  costs. 
Responsible  businesses  and  state  governments  have  operated 
under  this  policy  for  years.  Congressmen  would  be  less  likely  to 
squander  taxpayers’  money  if  their  own  salaries  would  suffer  as  a 
result.  There  is  no  motivator  like  self-interest  to  promote  parsi¬ 
mony. 

Such  an  amendment  is  long  overdue.  Although  Sen.  Hatch  is 
fairly  confident  he  will  secure  the  missing  six  votes,  this  amend¬ 
ment  should  have  the  support  of  every  American.  BYU  students 
can  help  by  phoning  or  writing  letters  to  their  congressmen,  and  by 
encouraging  friends  and  family  members  to  support  the  amend¬ 
ment. 

We  cannot  afford  to  ignore  an  amendment  which  may  save'us  and 
our  children  billions  of  dollars,  and  may  help  revitalize  our  faltering 
economy.

Health  insurance 


Coverage  prevents  headaches. 


Most  students  are  apathetic  about  buying  medic¬ 
al  insurance.  They  feel  that  because  all  is  now  well 
with  their  bodies  nothing  could  ever  cause;  them  to 
fail. 

One  BYU  student’s  experience  of  not  having  in¬ 
surance  when  he  needed  it  can  teach  us  all  a  valu¬ 
able  lesson. 

During  winter  semester  Randy  Killen,  a  sopho¬ 
more  from  Carmel,  Ind.,  majoring  in  Japanese  and 
international  relations,  was  a  healthy  discus  throw¬ 
er  for  the  BYU  track  team  and  planned  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  NCAA  events  held  the  first  of  June.  He 
never  made  it. 

Five  months  ago  Killen  never  felt  more  physical¬ 
ly  fit.  He  was  lifting  weights  on  a  daily  schedule  and 
keeping  his  body  in  shape  for  the  next  track  season. 
The  first  week  in  March,  however,  his  strength 
began  to  fail. 

“I  knew  it  wasn’t  normal,  but  I  thought  it  was 
just  the  flu  again.  The  crazy  thing  is  that  a  thousand 
students  do  the  same  thing  I  did.  Most  don’t  run  to 


the  doctor  and  get  things  checked  over.  They  feel 
sick,  rest  and  then  go  on  with  their  normal  sche¬ 
dule,”  he  said.  I 

Killen  didn’t  resume  his  normal  schedule,  howev¬ 
er.  His  strength  steadily  weakened  until  it  was  so 
bad  his  fiance  finally  took  him  to  the  doctor. 

That  visit  resulted  in  a  month  and  a  half  long 
hospital  stay  to  treat  a  blood  infection  and  a  dam¬ 
aged  heart  valve.  Open  heart  surgery  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  replace  the  valve. 

Killen  estimates  it  cost  him  about  $13,350  for  all 
of  the  lab  fees,  blood  tests,  X-rays  and  doctors’ 
visits.  “It  may  cost  up  to  $20,000  before  I’m  out  of 
here,  and  I  have  no  insurance  to  cover  this,”  he 


Although  Killen  had  been  covered  on  his  parents’ 
insurance  plan,  the  plan  had  expired  when  he 
turned  23  last  February. 

He’d  never  purchased  the  BYU  health  plan  or 
any  other  plan  because  he  was  always  healthy  and 
didn’t  think  he’d  need  it. 


As  it  stands  now,  he  has  had  to  hock  all  he  has  to 
try  and  pay  some  of  his  hospital  bill. 

Hopefully  other  students  will  learn  from  his  mis¬ 
fortunes  and  realize  that  $20  a  semester  for  insur¬ 
ance  coverage  is  nothing  compared  to  a  $20,000 
hospital  bill. 


Unfortunately,  few  students  do  learn  the  le  It 
and  too  many  end  up  in  similar  situations.  Or  | 
percent  of  the  student  body  purchased  the  D 
insurance  plan,  and  a  mere  21  percent  of  thi  | 
dents  were  covered  on  the  BYU  health  plan  j 
the  past  year.  No  statistics  were  received  or 
many  students  are  covered  on  their  parents’  i 
ance  plan.  But  chances  are  that  a  only  small  pe  [if 
tage  would  know  if  they  were  or  not,  and  e  r 
smaller  percentage  would  know  what  they  c' 
covered  for.

Medical  costs  are  soaring,  and  if  students  ha  ; 
coverage,  they  can  be  in  serious  financial  jeop.  §

may  cost  from  $3,000  to  $4,000.
